Bur if ſuch defignes ſo diſtcoCtive to the Parliament, and the worke in hand be ſuffered 
to go on, or that the Parlianient be interrapted in the freedome off their debates and 
proceedings as we heare wichin this few dayes, they were by choſe that are invited in 
this confederacy, We beg it of the Parliament, as they render their own ſafety, the 
peace of the Kingdome, and preventing of a ſecond warre, 23 they wonld nor hive 
the Kingdome looſe the fruit and benekt of all that blood and treaſure thac hath buen 
ſpent in this canſe thar they do nor ſufter their freedome and iiberry to be indangered by 
fuch delignes as theſe, they having an Army, which by the bleſiing of God in ipight of | 
all that their and the Kingdomes enemies can doe, will ftand and fall with them, and 
be found faichfull and obedient ro them in all things, and as ready co relieve Lreland 
when the peace and right ot this Kingdome are ſetled- 

We write not this ro detire the Parliament to invite us to march up to them, we care 
not how great a diſtance we are from London, if it be the Patl:amengs plealure,and con- 
hſts wich their ſecurity, and the breaking of thoſe combinations which are hatchc in the 
bowels of that City. | 

We are haſtning our propoſals which are for the generall ſettlement, and which we 
ae confident will fatisfie all that love truth and peace. But we ſee plainly, we need 
more ro jiutend ſecurity, then have cauſe to expe& to bring things to a happy iſsue by 
treaty, whilſt ſuch deſignes are on foot. We pray you therefore that the Parliamenc 
would ſpeedily and throughly inquire into, and breake theſe deſignes, wherein as in al! 
things elſe we ſhall be ready to ſerve them, as thry ſhall judge it needfull, and when 
they fall command us.

Laſtly, We cannot but deſire your concurrezice in our delire to the parliament to pur 
the Militia into the hands of thoſe thar had it Hefore, without which we can have no 
aurance that your City will be free ſrom deligaes of this nature, nor can we expe ro 
ſee a happy cloſe.

\ A JHereas we have entered into a folenin Leagne and Covenant for Reformation, 
and detence of Religion 3 the honour and happineſs of the King,and che peace 
, and latety of the three Kingdomes of England, Scotland and Ireland, all which we doe 
eminently perceive not only ro be indangered but ready to be deſtroyed : We doe 
therefore in purſuance of our ſaid Covenant, Oath of Allegiance, Oath of every tree- 
man of the Cities of London and Weſimintter, and Proteſtations folemaly ingage our 
ſelves, and vow uuto almighty God, that we will to rhe urmoſt of our power, cordially 
indeavonr that his Muyjeſty may Speedily come tq his two houſes of Parlirment, wit 
honour ſafery and freedome (and rhat' withour the nearer approach of the Army) there 
to confirme ſuch things as he hath granted in his meſsage of rhe 12. of May laſt. In anf- 
wer to the Propglitions ot both Kingdomes, and by a perſonall Treaty with his two hou- 
ſes of Parliament, and the, Conmiſlianers of the Kingdome ot Scotland, ſuch things as 
are yet in ditterence may be ſpeedily ferled, and a tirme and laſting peace eſtabliſhed:for 
the ctte ting hereof, We doe proteſt and re-obleige our ſelves as in the preſence of God 
the ſearcher of all hearts, with our lives and fortunes, to indeavour what in us lyes to 
ta and defend his Majeſties royall perſon and authority, the previledges of Par- 
tamenr, and !iberties of the SnhjcR in their full and couſtanr freedome, the Cirics of 
London and Weſtminſter, Lines of Commnnication, and pariſkes mentioned in che 
Weekly hills of Mortalirvy, and all-other that fhall adhere with us to the ſaid Cove- 
nant, O.ith of Allegiancc,Oath of every free man of Loudon and Weſtminſter, and Pro- 
teſtation, nor ſhall wee by any meanes admit, ſuffer or indure any kind of neutrality in 
this common cauſe of God, the King and Kingdome, as we doe expett the bleſſing of 
Almighty God, whoſe helpe we crave, and wholly devote our ſelves upon in this our 
undertaking.

do hereby require the chicte officer preſent. with every Troup, 
and Company, to make ſtri& enquiry What Cavaliers have 
been litted and entertained in their Troups and Com- 
panies, lince the Mutter preceding the laſt miuiter; and that 
all ſuch chiefe Officers (ball preſently upon ſuch enquiry as . 
before, put them forth of Troups and Companies fron:Cich 
Muſter as befo.e : aud that before they receive any pay pon this laſt {| 
Muſter, they ſhall expunge the names ofall ſuch Cavaliers ouc of . 
their Muſter-rolls, as they ſhall have put out of their Troups and | 
Companies : and if it ſhall hereafter appeare that any chicfe Officer 
preſent with their Troups or Compariies, ſhall negle& to pat forth 
or Caſhicre ſuch Cavaliers in manuer as before; or receive any for the 
time to come: upon proofe made thereot,he ſhall be lyable to a Couns« 
cell of VVarre, and be proceeded againit accordingly.
